Battelle Memorial Institute reduced its use of copier paper by pub-
lishing its policies, standards, and procedures electronically on its
Intranet, eliminating 25,400 pounds of waste and saving $68,000.
Battelle also implemented the use of an online telephone directory,
preventing 3,000 pounds of paper waste and saving $21,900.
Battelle recycled more than 1.1 million pounds of material, saving

the company $685,000.

W Bethlchen Stecl Corporation

Bethlehem Steel Corporation implemented an Electronic Data
Interchange system to replace hardcopy forms and generate fewer
written reports, conserving more than 11,000 pounds of paper and
saving an estimated $6,500 in paper purchases. Bethlehem Steel
Corporation also expanded the use of its e-mail, eliminating more
than 17,000 pounds of paper and saving nearly $7,000.
Bethlehem Steel Corporation manufactured its steel with 30 percent
postconsumer content, using more than 125 million pounds of post-
consumer material in 1997.

W California State University, Sacramento

California State University has several waste prevention initiatives
underway. The university uses e-mail to place its supply orders
which are ordered in bulk to reduce excess packaging and it has
asked suppliers to minimize the packaging on orders, and make
shipments in returnable containers. It has started to circulate memos,
documents, periodicals, and reports rather than handing out individ-
ual copies. Incoming 3rd class bulk mail has been reduced by
removing the university from several mailing lists. The university also
sells old furniture and equipment or donates it to charity.
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W CITCO Corporation

CITGO Corporation reduced its computer paper use by 69 percent
and saved $2.5 million since implementing an electronic delivery
system for its reports in 1991. This past year, CITGO began using
a new computer system to further reduce waste and developed a
company-wide Intranet to store and share information. Expansion
of its electronic network helped CITGO eliminate more than
36,000 pounds of paper waste. CITGO also switched to reusable
mugs, preventing the disposal of 1,700 pounds of styrofoam cups
at its offices.

W The Clorox Company

Clorox switched from glass to plastic bottles for both its 18-ounce bar-
beque sauce and its 16- ounce salad dressing. By redesigning and
lightweighting its packaging, Clorox eliminated nearly 15,000 fons of
glass waste annually. Clorox purchased 96,100,000 pounds of recy-
cled-content HDPE bottles and 168,100,000 pounds of recycled-con-
tent corrugated boxes and saved more than 1.5 million dollars with
these source reduction activities and recycled material purchases.

O Crown Cork & Scal Company, Inc.

Crown Cork & Seal Company reduced transport packaging and imple-
mented reusable transport packaging options. The company reduced
transport packaging to eliminate 218,000 pounds of plastic strapping,
540,000 pounds of metal drums, and 2.1 million pounds of plastic tote
tanks. Crown Cork & Seal also reused wooden pallets and coil wrap-
ping used to ship raw materials, conserving 28 million pounds of wood
and 2 million pounds of coil wrapping. Crown Cork & Seal purchased
more than 12 million pounds of 100 percent recycled-content paper-
board, used as transport packaging between layers of palletized cans.

W Fastman Kodak Company

Eastman Kodak Company continued to increase the return rate of its
FUNSAVER cameras. The company manufactures new cameras from
used parts recovered from the returned cameras. The program has
seen the return of more than 150 million cameras, resulting in the
prevention of nearly 4 million pounds of waste. Kodak also rede-
ployed more than 2.2 million pounds of unwanted office furniture,
manufacturing equipment, supplies, and by-products through its
investment recovery program. Kodak was successful in using scrap
resin-coated photographic paper to have product tray liners made
rather than using new paper, preventing 500,000 pounds of waste
and saving the company $300,000. Continued success of Kodak’s
Film Container Recycling Program has recycled more than 1.6 billion
film-roll equivalents, resulting in the diversion of more than 44 mil-
lion pounds of material from landfills.

‘ Florida Power & Light

Florida Power & Light replaced its company manuals with electronic
copies for online viewing, eliminating 35,000 pounds of copier
paper and saving $15,000. Florida Power & Light also switched to
electronic notification of its departmental memos, reducing more
than 250,000 pounds of paper and saving $45,000. Florida Power
& Light asked its vendors to ship products on specified pallet sizes so
the pallets could be reused, preventing 84,000 pounds of wood
waste and saving $24,000.
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W cpy Energy

GPU Energy’s comprehensive waste reduction program addresses a
wide variety of waste streams. In 1997, GPU established a centralized
facility to receive obsolete or damaged transformers and other electri-
cal equipment from its entire service area. It repaired and reused
more than 633,000 pounds of equipment, and implemented a pro-
gram for refurbishing and reusing cable reels, preventing the disposal
of more than 500,000 pounds of waste. GPU sends pallets and reels
that cannot be reused fo a contractor fo be reused as mulch, and
donated old furniture and computers, eliminating the disposal of more
than 135,000 pounds office equipment. GPU also developed an elec-
tronic system for storing and updating its Material Safety Data Sheets,
conserving 1,900 pounds of paper and saving more than $23,000.

‘ Herman Miller, Inc.

Herman Miller reduced its volume of transport packaging for fin-
ished goods by 50 percent, eliminating 500,000 pounds of wood
pallets and 982,800 pounds of corrugated boxes. This waste pre-
vention activity saved the company more than 4 million dollars.
Herman Miller determined a method to reduce fabric waste, prevent-
ing 164,525 pounds of material and saving nearly $500,000.

Herman Miller is conducting a life cycle analysis of all new products.

) Ingersoll-Rand Company

Ingersoll-Rand Company reduced more than 1.2 million pounds of
metal grinding swarf by process modification and compression.
Ingersoll-Rand switched from wood pallets to reusable plastic pallets
and returnable containers. Ingersoll-Rand also sends wood pallets
that it still uses to be remanufactured and reused by the company.
These activities have eliminated 890,000 pounds of wood waste.
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W McDonald's Corporation

McDonald’s Corporation lightweighted its in-store plastic trays, con-
serving more than 260,000 pounds of material and saving
$110,000. McDonald’s lightweighted its carry-out bags, eliminating
38,000 pounds of waste and saving $165,000. McDonald’s
decreased the caliper of its large and super-size fry cartons. The
lightweighted cartons conserved 3.6 million pounds of paperboard
and saved the company $1.6 million.

‘ Ditncy Bowes Inc.

Pitney Bowes designed and implemented a product take-back pro-
gram for its scales, postage meters, copiers, and facsimile
machines. The equipment is remanufactured or refurbished for
reuse. Pitney Bowes recycled several materials, including plastic
meter cases, plastic meter covers, power cords, scrap metals,
cardboard, paper, aluminum and plastic beverage containers,
and pallets. The company recycled more than 3 million pounds of
materials in 1997.

‘ Resource Strategics

Resource Strategies purchased a duplex copier and implemented a
double-sided copy policy to conserve paper, eliminating 240 pounds
of waste. Resource Strategies also reduced 3rd class bulk mail by
removing the company from several unwanted mailing lists, prevent-
ing 60 pounds of waste. Resource Strategies began saving all files
electronically rather than keeping hard copies. As a result, the com-
pany eliminated 350 pounds of waste last year.
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O Russell Corporation

Russell Corporation used fiber cut waste to make the backing for knit
athletic garments, preventing 900,650 pounds of waste and saving
more than $360,000. Russell Corporation also separates any other
leftover cut waste by color so that it can be sold for reuse, preventing
6.2 million pounds of waste and saving $320,000. Russell
Corporation also increased its recycling collection by 77 percent
during the past four years, collecting more than 33 million pounds of
recyclables in 1997.

W scatile University

Seattle University initiated a campaign for students to use durable
mugs at the cafeteria. The university purchased and sold 2,000 mugs
for student use and asked food service vendors to offer discounts to
students who used them. This activity eliminated 5,000 pounds of
disposable cups. Seattle University operates a surplus store to sell old
office furniture, computer equipment, building materials, art and
office supplies, and other used items rather than disposing of them.
Seattle University’s recycling program collected more than 876,000
pounds of material last year, including paper, cardboard, aluminum,
scrap metal, and pallets, saving $48,845 in disposal fees.

) Synthetic Industrics, Inc.

Synthetic Industries converted from corrugated boxes to stretch
wrapping material shipped on pallets, eliminating 291,600 pounds
of waste. Synthetic Industries also switched from cardboard tubes
to aluminum packaging tubes, preventing more than 10 million
pounds of waste annually. Synthetic Industries collects corrugated,
paper, plastics, and wood, recycling more than 13 million pounds
of materials in 1997.
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W The Lubrizol Corporation,
Wickliffe, Ohio headquarters

The Lubrizol Corporation sent its polystyrene packaging from com-
puter shipments to another manufacturer for reuse, preventing 1,040
pounds of waste from being sent to the landfill and saving $3,000.
The Lubrizol Corporation donates its used pallets to truck carriers for
reuse and shreds all other pallets for use as animal bedding or
mulch. This activity saves Lubrizol $4,500 and eliminates nearly
95,000 pounds of waste.

W virco Mfg. Corporation

Virco Manufacturing Corporation reduced scrap metal waste by approx-
imately 10 percent through a targeted reduction program, eliminating
650,000 pounds of waste and saving $455,000. Virco Manufacturing
accomplished this goal by purchasing new equipment, such as robot
welders, new tube welders, and cut-off machines, that improved the effi-
ciency of its manufacturing process. Virco Manufacturing also refur-
bished and reused more than 15,000 wood pallets, eliminating a million
pounds of wood waste and saving $45,000.

‘ Wilmot & Associates, Inc.

Wilmot & Associates implemented a duplex copy policy and used
both sides of paper wherever possible, conserving 400 pounds of
paper waste and saving its small business $300. Wilmot &
Associates used e-mail to send, review, and edit documents and
used voicemail to exchange messages, eliminating an additional
250 pounds of paper waste. Wilmot & Associates reused all
envelopes and corrugated packaging received at its offices for other
purposes, preventing 150 pounds of waste.
